Turkey Acts 
To Reduce 
Birthrate

ANKARA — Turkish officials, 
alarmed by the high population 
growth rate shown in the latest cen- 
sus, began a family planning cam- 
paign Tuesday that is to be the 
lamest ever in Turkey. 

The results of the October 1985 
census showed that the population 
had grown to 51.4 million from 
44.7 rnOBon five years earlier. This 
represents a population growth 
rate of Z8 percent per year, one of 
the highest rates in the world. 

If the trend continues, Turkey 
would be the most populated coun- 
try in Western Europe by the end 
of the century, with 85 mOBon peo- 
ple. 

Tandogan Tokgoz, the head of 
the Ministry of Health and Social 
Welfare’s family planning depart- 
ment, said the campaign was in- 
tended to increase the number of 
couples using effective birth con- 
trol to 25 percent in rwo years. The 
figure now is 18 percent. 

Thousands of posters urging 
families to have fewer but healthier 
children will be distributed. There 
will be announcements on the state 
radio and television urging women 
to go to birth control dimes. 

Health teams will distribute 
birth control pDIs and devices free

SINGAPORE — Concerned by

But diplomats in Southeast Asia 
hold out tittle hope for progress in .

after Vietnamese-led forces invad- 
ed Cambodia in December 1978 
and toppled the Khmer Rouge gov- 
ernment. 

Prime Minister David Lange of 
New Zealand disclosed last week, 
at the end of a visit to Jakarta, that 
Foreign Minister Modi tar Kusu- 
maatmadja of Indonesia would fly 
to Hanoi on April 7 on a.peace- 
seeking mission. 

Mr. Mochiar is the chief Viet- 
nam negotiator for the Association 
of South-East Asian Nations, 
which comprises Brunei, Indone- 
sia, Malaysia, the Philippines, Sin- 
gapore and Thailand. 

Mr. Lange said that Indonesia, 
which has the most cordial rela- 
tions with Vietnam of any ASEAN 
country, was well-placed to help 
produce a Cambodian peace settle- 
ment. But tie warned that the pro- 
cess was likely to be “a long had.” 

Mr. Mochrar said Thursday that 
a proposal for a peace settlement 
issued March 17 in Beijing by a 
coalition of the main Cambodian 
guerrilla groups was “what I have 
been waiting for.” 

The proposal by the Coalition 
Government of Democratic Kam- 
puchea was seen as a considerable 
advance on previous offers by the 
anti- Vietnamese side.

The coalition’s eight-point pro- 
posal was seen to have tbs endorse- 
ment of China, which has provided 
most of the military aid to the guer- 
rillas. 

The coalition proposed a with- 
drawal of Vietnamese forces in two 
phases and a cease-fire supervised 
by a United Nations observer 
group. 

It said that after the pullout, 
there would be negotiations be- 
tween the coalition and the Phnom 
Penh regime to form a four-party 
coalition government that would 
hold free elections under UN su- 
pervision. 

Cambodian independence and 
neutrality would be restored under 
“a liberal democratic regime,'' the 
proposal said, and the new govern- 
ment would sign a nonaggression 
and peaceful coexistence treaty 
with Vietnam in perpetuity. 

Before invading Cambodia, 

Vietnam had blamed the Khmer 
Rouge government and its Chinese 
backers for a series of cross-border 
attacks, and engaged in a bitter 
dispute with it about land and sea 
bordm.

Britain's Role in South Africa 

No country is better placed than Britain to 
act as an honest broker in bringing blacks and 
whites together to resolve South Africa’s racial 
turmoil. It starts with the weight of history: 
Britain's dose contact with that part of the 
world goes back nearly 200 years. Tbe Knls 
have not always been tranquil or pleasant, but 
they have endured. We are today major and 
profitable trading partners. There are ties of 
languag e and culture and a particular kinship 
with English-speaking whites. Although they 
have, in increasing numbers, been supporting 
the Afrikaner government, at the same time 
they maintain British liberal values in provid- 
ing the bulk of white anti-apartheid opposi- 
tion. The attachment to Britain is evident, too, 
among blacks. Coloreds and Indians, who 
have an additional sense of identification be- 
cause of the sanctuary which anti-apartheid 
exiles and refugees have found here. 

Sooner or later, the pressure on South Afri- 
ca's whites is going to grow so large that they 
will have to enter into negotiations with the 
blade majority. Britain is the ideal nation to 
act as tbe host Not only are we likely to enjoy 
wider acceptance than anyone else but our 
links give us greater reason than most to medi- 
ate for racial peace. When Britain's sendees 
will actually be needed is another matter.

A Test of Wills in South Korea 

South Korean opposition groups are step- 
ping up their ca mpa ig n to have the next presi- 
dent chosen by direct popular vote instead of 
indirectly through a huge electoral college. 
Without a constitutional change to permit this, 
the opposition believes that it will be unable to 
gain the presidency before the mid-1990s at 
the earliest It is precisely for this reason that 
President Chun Doo H wan’s regime opposes 
any tinkering with the presidential sdection 
process. And so a major test of political 
wills and power has begun. 

Last year Sooth Korea's two biggest opposi- 
tion parties won 49 percent of the votes cast in 
National Assembly elections, against only 35.3 
percent for Mr. .Chun’s ruling Democratic Jus- 
tice Party. Leaders of the opposition groups, 
which haw since merged, believe that they can 
win the scheduled 1988 presidential election, 
but only if a direct vote for president is permit- 
ted. Mr. Chun has agreed to consider constitu- 
tional change, but not before 1989. 

The move for constitutional change symbol- 
izes the effort to secure greater dvAUbaties in 
South Korea. Mr. Chun can respond to this 
effort by resorting to the strong-arm measures, 
that he has used in the past, or be can choose 
tbe wiser course of seeking accommodation 
with his responsible political opponents.

The journal, which costs $7 an issue, regularly 
reviews books from around the world, including 
those available only in the original language. Its 
800 or so reviewers in the United States and 
abroad read as many as 72 languages, including 
Lithuanian, Icelandic, Esperanto, Basque, Mao- 
ri, Tamil, fjitaiiin, Afrikaans and Macedonian. 
Most of the reviewers are affiliated with univer- 
sities. They write their reviews in English. 

The quarterly was founded in 1927 by a 


modem languages professor to promote inter- 
national understanding. Initially it ran 32 
pages; now it is usually about 176 pages, carry- 
ing about 300 short reviews as well as articles 
and commentaries ou world literature. 

With the University of Oklahoma, in Nor- 
man, the journal sponsors the Neustadt Interna- 
tional Prize for Literature. Founded in 1 969, the 
$25,000 award may go to poets, novelists or 
playwrights. 

Ivask, 58, the journal’s editor since 1967, is a 
poet and professor of modern languages. He 
was bom in Latvia; his father was Estonian and 
he writes most of his poetry in Estonian, but he 
has a command of nine languages. After study- 
ing in West Germany, he moved to the United 
States in 1949 and received his doctorate in 
German literature and art history from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota in 1953.

Engineers Gunpete to Span ihe Strait of Messina, Phdng Suspension Bridge Against Floating Tunnel

M ESSINA Sadly — Down through the 
centuries, the Strait of Messina has 
been an unbridgeable barrier of literal- 
ly Homeric proportions, but now it seems that 
the celebrated strait may be spanned by the end 
of this century.

Japan’s New Trade Minister 
Excels at Making Hard Saleg

T OKYO — When Michio Watanabc 
served as Japan’s finance minister a few 
years aaa he embarked on a nubHc rets.

John Wall, executive vice presi- 
dent of the association, said: “U.S. 
investors, both institutional and re- 
tail, would not be inclined to pay a 
5-percent premium and mil slum 
the U JfL market." 

The stamp duty was introduced 
in the budget on March 18. In Lon- 
don. government offidals said 
Tuesday that f-Hang pa announced 
cm Friday, only two days later, 
merely clarified the intention of the 
duty. 

The NASD over-the-counter 
trading system includes American 
depository receipts of 13 British 
companies. Those receipts are is- 
sued by UB. banks to facilitate 
trading in foreign stocks. Trading 
in equities of British and other for- 
age companies totaled 1.4 billion 
shares on the association's auto- 
mated quotations system last year, 
about 7 percent of the total. They 
had a value of SI 2.5 billiou. 

Mr. Wall said the tax, if not 
changed, would hurt companies 
that do a big volume in overseas 
trading, including Merrill Lynch 
Inc. and First Boston Corp. 

He said the 5-percent tax will be 
paid by banks on any future con- 
version of British equities to the 
American depository receipt form.

TAIPEI — Last summer, when ' Taiwan was 
heading for a 51 3- billion merchandise trade sur- 
plus with the United States, Boeing Aircraft Co. 
was lobbying hard for China Airlines, Taiwan’s 
flag carrier, to fill its need for a new wide-bodied 
airliner by buying a third twin-jet 767. 

It was an uphill struggle The aircraft Boeing 
wanted to sell carried a price of 555 million. The 

competition was a S3 5-million A-300 built by Air- 
bus Industries, tbe European consortium. 

■ The cut-rate European plane was awaiting a 
buyer at tbe plant in Toulon, France, after an 
agreement 10 sell it 10 Iberia, the Spanish flag 
carrier, fell through. It also had a capacity for 30 to 
40 more seats than the 767, an important factor on 
China Airlines' busy regional routes to Tokyo and 
Hong Kong. 

In carrying their case directly to Prime Minister 
Yu Kuo Hwa, the Americans argued that an Air- 
bus purchase would tip the scales against future 
767 purchases at a tune when China Airlines’ 
regional fleet was tenuously balanced, with two 
767s and three previously acquired Airbuses. To 
choose the Airbuses, the Americans said, would 
lode bad at a time when Taiwan was coming under 
increasing protectionist scrutiny in tbe U.S. Con- 


But the lobbying was in vain; the sale went to 
Airbus. And as anticipated, China Airlines now 
says it may want 10 trade in its 767s for two more 
of tbe European-built planes, to cut maintenance 
costs by standardizing its fleet. 

In the meantime, the trade gap between the 
United States and Taiwan has continued to widen, 
with the surplus for the first two months of this 
year indicating that the gap could widen this year, 
perhaps to 516 billion. 

While the Reagan administration worries about 
curbing the U.S. overall trade deficit, which rose to 
S1243 billion last year, hotels here are busier than 
ever with American importers eager for the tex- 
tiles, electronics and toys that accounted for the 
bulk of tbe S17£ billion in goods that Americans 
bought last year from Taiwan. One reason is that 
Taiwan’s currency, the new Taiwan dollar, is 
pegged closely to the U.S. dollar, and barely 
strengthened against it over the past year, when 
Western European currencies were rising by as 
much as 30 percent . 

Efforts by Washington to trim Taiwan’s boom- 
ing textile sales, which reached dose to 55 billion 
last year, have also met resistance. Taiwan officials 
say they win oppose U.S. requests to give up a 1 5- 
percent growth in the volume of textile safes that 
was to have been permitted this year under an 
existing agreement between the two nations. 

Last year’s 513-bQhon surplus was already the 
third-higbest among U.S. trading partners, after 
Japan and Canada, and represented nearly 7 per- 
cent of the total 1985 deficit of S124J billion.

In the first statement on eco- 
nomic policy by any minister since 
tbe Much 16 parliamentary elec- 
tions, Alain Jupp£ also said that the 
government would move “with 
prudence" and “in stages” to de- 
control wholesale and retail prices. 

During the campaign, conserva- 
tives vowed to immediately elimi- 
nate all price controls if elected. 
But in a Tuesday interview on the 
private radio statical Europe 1, Mr. 
Juppd died “inflationary pressures 
that persist” in the economy. 
France’s inflati on rate, about 3.5 
percent, is declining 

The planned tax cuts, Mr. Jupp£ 
said, would be “important,” affect- 
ing corporations and individuals. 
He said they would be included in 
draft legislation to be presented to 
the National Assembly in Septem- 
ber. 

The Parliament is controlled by a 
very narrow margin by a coalition 
of the neo-Gaulhst Rally for the 
Republic and the Union for French 
Democracy parties. 

Mr. Juppi, an RPR leader and a 
dose associate of Prime Minister 
Jacques Chirac, is one of the stron- 
gest advocates of supply-side eco- 
nomics in the coalition. 

He said that cuts were planned in 
personal income taxes, social 
charges paid by all employers and 
in the national payroll tax, which is 
paid by all companies operating in 
France and is calculated on the 
basis of total number of employees 
and investments. 

Supply-side economics holds 
that cutting taxes will stimulate the 
economy enough through in- 
creased corporate profits that will, 
in turn, actually raise tax revenues. 

“We pledged tax reductions dur- 
ing the campaign, but this repre- 
sents a first, concrete step as the 
government,” a spokeswoman for 
Mr. Juppi said later. 

Political and diplomatic observ- 
ers said Tuesday that the plan to 
abolish the wealth tax was politi- 
cally significan t in part because it 
would be a sharp break with cur- 
rent policy. 

About 105,000 residents of 


France are subject to the wealth 
tax, which applies to people whose 
assets range from 3.5 million francs 
to 20 millio n francs ($493,000 to 
52.82 million;. 

The tax this year is expected U> 
generate S.6 billion francs in reve- 
nue, according to Finance Ministry 
projections. The ministry under the 
Socialists, responding to com- 
plaints and pressure from the Rea- 
gan administration, granted Amer- 
ican residents of France a five-year 
exemption from the tax in June 
1983. 

Mr. Juppe was asked his reaction 
to recent surveys that showed that 
the majority of French people were 
in favor of the tax. “Because about 
95 percent of the French do not 
pay, it is a friendly tax," the minis- 
ter said. “Thai being said, it pre- 
sents enormous inconveniences.

PARIS —Soccer wears a coat of 
camouflage this week. Rumor per- 
sists that the Wodd Cup is around 
the comer, but (ben there’s a rumor 
that It’s springtime. 

The Mexicans, awakening to 
their responsibilities as hosts, have 
dispatched long-overdue accredita- 
tions with post-dated deadlines. 
Now we know that another Latin 
tournament beckons. 

But we Europeans are not exact- 
ly keeping our promises to South 
Americans. Brazilians shiv- 
ered in. their woody gloves and 
scurried back home to Bdo. Hori- 
zonte. 

Argentina, second favorite be- 
hind Brazil to win the World Cup, 
has come down from high altitude 
for a warm-up in Paris. Gloves they 
may do without; snorkels and 
windbreakers might be necessities. 

Paris is wet and windy, and the 
Parc des Princes is without its no- 
bility. Michel Platini needs to rest 
his (or more pertinently, Juven- 
tus’s) inflamed Achilles’ tendon, 
Alain Giresse amply needs all the

N EW YORK — A creature ap- 
plying for a job asserted that it 
was a male human. This office 
called attention to the “Warning of 
Hideous Penalties for Making 
False Statements on Appticatioa

wished to state that it was a male 
human. The creature indicated af- 
firmatively. 

“We shall see,” Interviewer stat- 
ed. “Submit to the officially autho- 
rized lie-detector test immediately, 
or get out.” 

Applicant creature submitted 
without protest Results indicated 
it was indeed both male and hu- 
man, and under Semantic Order 
317-204b (A-5F) was entitled to be 
referred to as “He." 

"Congratulations, He.” Inter- 
viewer staled. “The polygraph indi- 
cates you have not lied, and since 
this particular lie detector an 
cnor rate of only 31 percent, it is 
quite possible that you really are 
both male and human.”

Before proceeding with He's ap- 
plication, Interviewer asked if He 
wished to be read bis non-rights, 
explaining that He had (he right to 
hear them read aloud before the 
interview continued, though He 
could also waive the reading, the 
option most applicants chose be- 
cause non-rights were so extensive 
that reading them took several.

Interviewer also explained that 
our policy regarding applicants 
who chose to have their non- rights 
read was to send their urine, blood, 
and flesh samples to laboratories 
notorious for their hi gh percentage 
of error.

Following regulations, the inter- 
view was suspended at this point to 
give our agents time to investigate 
whether He bad opinions, and In- 
terviewer surprised the polygraph 
operator by .demanding a urine 
specimen for immediate analysis. 

The report turned up no evi- 
dence of drugs or alcohol in this 
subject, but disclosed a disturbing 
intake of high-calorie soda pop in 
recent months. 

His case went instantly to the 
Board of Suspicion where experts 
testified that a stomach awash in 
soda pop was apt to erupl in violent 
belching during a polygraph test. If 
violent enough to tilt the lie detec- 
tor, its results might be even less 
reliable than normal, according lo

'Out of Africa’ Sweeps Oscars; 'Purple’ Shut Out

L OS ANGELES —The American Acad- 
e any of Motion Picture Arts and Sci- 
ences bestowed Oscars cal the Elm world’s 
aging royalty Monday night as well as the 
crown princess of a Hollywood family. 
Anjelica Huston, whose father, John, a nd 
grandfather Walter are film legends, won 
best supporting actress, an award greeted 
with whoops of approval. 

“Out of Africa" dominated the night 
with seven Academy Awards; picture, di- 
rector, screenplay adaptation, cinematog- 
raphy, original score, art directum aim 
sound. “The Color Purple,” despite 11 
nominations, won none. 

The audience gave standing ovations to 
Geraldine Page, 61, as best actress, and 
Don Ameche, 77, as- best supporting actor. 
Buddy Rogers, 82, who received a special 
humanitarian award, also nit a standing 
ovation, as did Audrey Hepburn, long ab- 
sent from Hollywood, when she appeared 
as a presenter. 

“Yay for the geriatrics, yay!” shouted 
Page, who had been nominated for an 
Oscar seven previous times in 33 years. She 
said her role as the aging widow in “The 
Trip to Bountiful” was a plum, but she 
admitted sentiment might love influenced 
tbe award for her. 

“Maybe they did think, *Ob, the poor 
thing, die’s been up so often maybe we 
should just give it to her,’ ” Page said. *Tm 
hoping I didn’t get it because they just fed 
remorseful but because they feel it's the 
best job.” 

Ameche said he didn’t mind if his Oscar 
was not solely based on his work as the 
rejuvenated codger in “Cocoon,” bis 30th 
movie in a 30-year career. “If it’s a tribute 
to me for being around as long as I have 
and being in as many pictures as I have, 
that’s kwdy, too,” he said, 
i William Hurt was named best actor of 
1 1983 for his portrayal of a homosexual 
prisoner drawn into revolutionary politics 
m “Kiss of the Spider Woman.” llie award 
appeared to leave the 34-year-old actor 
nearly speechless. 

After a bear hug from his director, Heo- 
tor Babeoco, Hurt rushed to the stage, 
clutched his heart and exdaimed: “Ba- 
boon, baboo m, baboom — it’s incredi- 
ble!” Later he added, “I share this with 
Raul” — a reference to Raul Julia as the 
political prisoner who shared his «41_ 
The Argentine fUm “The Official Story" 
won the Oscar for best foreign film. Its co- 
water, Luis Puenzo, said the movie was a 
godsend. “I think it means more to Argen- 
tina because it is a small country,” he said. 
“This is the first time me of our films has 
won an Oscar. In Argentina, we seeded 
something like tins after all those bod 
years.” 

The film is about the oppressive militaiy 


regime that ruled Argentina before giving 
way to a civilian government following the 
country’s defeat in the war with Britain 
over the Falkland Islands. 

Only “The Turning Point” in 1977 ever 
had as many nominations as Steven Spiel- 
berg's ’The Odor Purple” and Med to 
win an Oscar. Whoop Goldberg, whose 
role as an oppressed black woman had 
gained her a nomination fa best actress, 

Was among many in the film indus try who 

had spoken out angrily about the acade- 
my’s not nominating Spielberg as best di- 
rector. Her comment — “It’s a small bimeh 
of people with small. minds who chose to 
ignore the obvious” — may have helped 
dmch her loss. 

Backstage, Sidney Pollack, producer and 
director of “Out of Africa,” admitted to 
some surprise about the shutout of “The 
Color Purple,” but declined to analyze its 
failure. “You put me in a difficult spot, 
because I can’t win no matter how I answer 
that question,” he said. 

Robert Wise, president of the Academy, 
said after the Oscar ceremonies that the 
outcome had perhaps been “a reaction of 
the academy at large over questioning the 
integrity of the director’s branch,” which 
nominates directors. But Quincy Junes, 
who produced The Cola Purple” and 
created its musical score, said: The pic- 
ture got 11 nominations. It did S78 million 
as of today.

Outside the Dorothy Chandler Pavilion,
